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The theater: Dealing with 
realities, coping with democracy

WHEN THE first National Thea¬ 
ter was founded 25 years ago, 
actors directors and playwrights 
faced a society that was not yet 
ready to accept the idea of the 
theater. Instead of seeing its ar¬ 
tistic merit, the masses believed 
it was no more than a glamorous 
nightclub. "In the mind of peo¬ 
ple, theater was a night club with 
burlesque shows,” says Hani 
Snober, theater director and one 
of the founders of the first Na¬ 
tional Theater in Jordan. "These 
prejudices decreased our chances 
to get financial help for produc¬ 
tion or persuade youth to act and 
studyhe recalls. 

Today, the picture has changed 
completely. Those in Jordanian 
theater say you will find a highly 
qualified team of artists perform¬ 
ing to a sophisticated audience 
and receiving both government 
and private sector support. The 
democratic movement in the 
country has also opened doors 
for artistic freedoms and paved 
the way for the first Jordanian 
theater festival and the establish¬ 
ment of the Jordanian National 
Theater. 

The gradual improvement, 
some actors say, can be credited 
to the introduction of television, 
the influence of the Gulf states 
as well as gradual independence 
of theater. 

* "At the beginning, we worked 
successfully giving much of the 
professional touches, but still 
making mistakes," says actor, di¬ 
rector and playwriter Nabeel 
Sawalha. "As soon as the gov¬ 
ernment appointed us with sala¬ 
ries we storied falling into em¬ 
ployee pettiness. Our biggest 
mistakes were that we didn't en¬ 
courage new blood, which creat-

ed low competition and we 
didn’t have the concept of creat¬ 
ing a local script." 

Quality picked up in the early 
1970s as many Jordanians left 
for Egypt and Iraq to study and 
learn theater skills. When Yar- 
mouk University opened its Fine 
Art College in 1970, students 
were given the opportunity to 
enroll m theater programs, and 
in turn the university became a 
center for up qpd coming actors 
and playwrights. 

The growing interest in thea¬ 
ter, however, was countered by 
the introduction of television in 
Jordan. Initially, the mass medi¬ 
um wreaked havoc on the theater 
and brought down the quality of 
productions. 

' Margo Malagalian, the fust 
Jordanian actress, described that 
period saying that theater artists 
had always suffered financially 
"because the government didn T t 
take care about theater produc¬ 
tion."

sources, but many actors were 
not completely convinced about 
what they were doing at televi¬ 
sion." 

Television soap operas in¬ 
creased dramatically at the ex¬ 
pense of more artisuc endeavors. 
Gulf taste influenced and often 
dominated Jordanian performing 
arts thus exposing it to a con¬ 
strained, rigid style, with limited 
artistic expression and poor sub¬ 
ject selection. 

Theater finally broke from the 
hold of television in the 1980s as 
a younger generation of theater 
artists started doing experimen¬ 
tal theater and looking for new 
sound, movement as well as col¬ 
or expression. 

Theater director Hatem Say- 
yed asserts that television played 
a negative role by "putting down 
theater values and lowering artis¬ 
tic levels." Sawalha agrees say¬ 
ing that Egyptian comedies were 
more "vulgar than funny. " He 
adds that "serious Egyptian plays 
were artistically better, but could 
not fit out mentality," 

On the other hand Snober be¬ 
lieves that television played an 
important role in introducing acl- 
ingarts to the people. 

The oil bonanza in the Gulf 
' did not help because it further 
commercialized television pro¬ 
duction and attracted theatrical 
talents away from serious stage 
productions, 

Saussan Darwaza, a young the¬ 
ater director, says; 'Gulf values 
are different from ours. Jordani¬ 
an artists discovered that they 
couldn't sacrifice their careers by 
catering for somebody elses 
tastes. Our main responsibility 


was to our own Jordanian audi¬ 
ence." 

Still there are those who say 
that Jordan's art movement af¬ 
fected the Gulf and not the other 
way around. Sayycd says some 
good came our of the interaction 
which manifested itself later in 
the high quality of plays that 
were produced later on in Jor¬ 
dan. Ms Malagalian says the 
Gulf countries benefilted from 
Jordan's television experience 
especially in the field of drama 
production. 

The eighties sow the birth of a 
new generation of stage artists 
who literally revolutionized the 
Jordanian theater through experi¬ 
ments in sound, movemont and 
color expressions. Workshops 
were held frequently and new 
social values came under scruti¬ 
ny by both scriptwriters and di¬ 
rectors. 

Today Darwaza runs such a 
workshop in Amman with 17 
other members. "When we 
opened the workshop," she says, 
"I called on actors and graduates 
from Yarmouk to Join me,. We 
started with body movement, 
voice training, singing, warm 
ups and other physical exercis- 
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es." She describes her workshop 
as a pool where ail streams come 
together and then create some¬ 
thing new. 

As theater moves into the 
1990s, Jordanian actors and di¬ 
rectors continue to revise and ex¬ 
amine the stole of their an as 
well as conditions they work un¬ 
der. It's a time when fresh ideas 
are flowing and divergent views 
arc openly expressed on the <fi- 
rcction ol theater in Jordan. 

Most actors, directors and 
playwrights look at theater as 
playing a major social andpollp- 
cal role as Jordan transforms it¬ 
self into a democratic state.

THE PALESTINE National 
Council (PNC), which is meet¬ 
ing in Algiers this week, is likely 
to authorize Palestinian partici¬ 
pation in a Middle East Peace 
Conference after long and heated 
debates. Thai decision will be 
the most difficult a Palestinian 
official body has ever had to 
take. But ii would be the easy 
part in a long and frustrating pro¬ 
cess.whose aim is to resolve the 
Palestinian Question. 

Still ahead are the difficult is¬ 
sues of Palestinian representa¬ 
tion to the peace conference, 
with its East Jerusalem dimen¬ 
sion, the freezing of Israeli set¬ 
tlement activities in the occupied 
territories and an agreement on 
the principle of Land for Peace 
on the basis of UN Security 
Council Resolutions. 

Palestinian President Yasser 
Arafat has promised to remove 
all obstacles that may liinder the 
peace process. By the end of the 
day he had to deal with extremist 
elements within the beleaguered 
PLO which refected totally the 
American initiative and opted 
for the so-called military option. 
It was clear to observers that the 
PLO had very few options. Hie 
military option was not among 
them. 

So for, the positions of Israel 
and ils neighbors appear vague, 
ever changing and miles apart 
To imagine the parties sitting 
down today and discussing 
peace seems more like an impos¬ 
sible dream than reality. Negoti-. 
ations at this stage raise more 
questions than answers on the 
main issues of Palestinian self- 
determination, settlements in the 
occupied territories, the fate of 
Jemsalem, the implementation 
of UN Resolutions 242 and 338 
as well as related issues like wa¬ 
ter, security and refugees in the 
region.

Arab neighbors can work out in¬ 
dividual Arab demands in ex¬ 
change for secure borders. For 
Syria, the biggest concern will 
be the return of the Golan 
Heights; for Lebanon it is Is¬ 
rael's unconditional withdrawal 
from South Lebanon and for Jor¬ 
dan it will be the water and refu¬ 
gee issues. 

Syria initially agreed to the 
peace talks in hopes of having 
the strategic Golan Heights, 
which Israel annexed in 1981, 
returned. Israeli leaders said they 
are willing to negotiate the issue. 
But, first they want Syria to de¬ 
fine peace, accept Israel's right 
to exist and puu Syrian forces 
from Lebanon. 

Achievements in this case 
could work to the advantage of 
Lebanon, which comes to the ta¬ 
ble hoping Israel will leave 
South Lebanon. If Syria can 
agree to terms with Israel, the 
Jewish state would probably 
agree to leave and allow Syria to 
patrol the area Tor "terrorist" 
threats to Israel.

has since been transformed into 
arts and craBs haven featuring 
latest fashions, batik offerings 
and native wood carvings and 
bosket weaving. After you r ve had 
a glass of sugar cane juice, some 
satay, barbecued meal basted 
with coconut milk and bargained 
for a batik tablecloth or two, 
head outside and then along the 
banks of the murky and often 
polluted Kclang River. 

A 10 minute walk brings you 
to the beautiful Masjid Jumc. 
Considered the city's birthplace, 
the mosque is nestled in a grove 
of coconut palms with its two 
main minarets rising to the 
height of tiie palms. 

Walking past die many stalls 
selling fruit juices, you can cross 
the bridge and walk down to the 
sprawling Sultan Abdul Samad 
building. Ils golden domes, curv¬ 
ing arches and 41-meter clock 
tower make it one of Kuala Lam¬ 
pur's most recognized landmarks. 
Built in 1897, its home to the Ju¬ 
dicial Department and the High 
Courts. 

Across from that, you find the 
Mcrdeka Square with the tallest 
flag pole in the world and host of 
various cultural events through¬ 
out the year. Its gardens of mari¬ 
golds and hibiscus flowers open 
into a stadium where this 
month's annual Malaysia Fcst '91 
gave tourists and locals an eve¬ 
ning of native dance and music 
from around the country. 

Making your way back to the 
city center, youTl eventually ven¬ 


ture into restless China Town. 
Initially, you'll see the crowded 
stores selling dried fish of all siz¬ 
es and spices. As you walk into 
the crowded streets with mer¬ 
chants hawking anything from 
their tiny stalls, you'll find your¬ 
self weaving your way through 
Bart Simpson T-shirts, baskets 
of traditional herbs and cages of 
pigeons. Colorful images of peo¬ 
ple and costumes engulf you; a 
young Malay wearing his Mus¬ 
lim costume here, then you see 
blond-haired Australians barter¬ 
ing for watches and then you 
catch the beautiful eyes of an ag¬ 
ing Indian woman weaving 
necklaces of flowers. 

Breaking from the crowd, you 
can hop a city bus or taxi to get a

better look at the bustling shop¬ 
ping complexes or the brightly 
painted Hindu, Buddhist and 
Chinese temples. Along the way, 
you might pay a visit to the Ma¬ 
lay stalls, open air vendors or the 
numerous Chinese or Indian res¬ 
taurants. Whatever your price 
range, some steaming cauldron 
or charcoal grill will be your 
calling. 

Before escaping the confines 
of Kuala Lampur, make a visit to 
the National Art Gallery dr the 
National Museum. The gallery 
offers some of the finest sculp¬ 
tures and paintings by Malaysian 
artist while the National Mu¬ 
seum has examples of Malaysian 
culture, history and flora. 

A short walk from the Nation¬ 
al Museum and you will find 
yourself amidst the tropics Ma¬ 
laysia's famous for. Here, in the 
Lake Gardens, most locals come 
to jog along the rolling green 
hills or meditate on the quiet 
shores of Tasck Pcrdana. Sitting 
at the gardens entrance is an out¬ 
door sculpture garden and fur¬ 
ther down is a bird sanctuary as 
well as an orchid garden. 

From the sculpture garden, 


you also have access to the coun¬ 
try's towering’National Monu¬ 
ment and a-view of the futuristic 
Parliament building. 

It's at that moment as you sit 
under a coconut palm that you'll 
understand the attraction of Kua¬ 
la Lampur. It's more than just a 
center for the country's booming 
economy. It's a symbol of the 
fragile diversity and dangerous 
balancing act that holds the 
country of 16.5 million together. 

Whether it be the politics of a 
Malay government and its Mus- 
lim-religion or the run the Chi¬ 
nese have on business, a visit to 
Kuala Lampur will give a hint at 
what lies at the heart of the coun¬ 
try. 

Youll sense the push to devel¬ 
op as the economy grows at at 
rate of nearly 10 per cent a year. 
But, you'll also sense the trouble 
that tics ahead in protecting the 
country's tropical forest as well 
as the traditional ways of its peo¬ 
ple. Whatever you notice, it will 
tell you in one of the 14 languag¬ 
es spoken here that you've only 
just begun to understand this 
place of silent wars. ■

THE CAR of the future will no 
longer be an all-rounder. Auto¬ 
motive technology will bo in¬ 
creasingly custom built to serve 
a special purpose, with some 
cars designed for long-distance 
autobahn travel and others, pint- 
sized city hoppers, for driving to 
'and from the supermarket. 

■ One such idea is the brainchild 
of Swiss watch manufacturer Ni¬

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Palestinian choices 

THE PALESTINE National Council (PNC) meets this week to consider 
one of the most important and difficult options before it since the begin¬ 
ning of the Palestinian political struggle over 20 years ago. The issues 
before the PNC will be limited to a single item; whether to join the peace 
process at Its present conditions, or to let this valuable opportunity slip 
away. The choice is not easy, simply because just as the Palestinians 
stand to gain the most out of the proposed October conference, they also 
could turn out to be the main losers. The answer to this dilemma lies in 
the American assurances and in defining the goals of the parley. 

The Israelis have been trying to give Palestinian extremists every ex¬ 
cuse to derail the peace process. Israel has turned its back to internation¬ 
al, and American, pleas that it halts its settlement activities in the occu¬ 
pied territories. While PNC members were meeting in Algiers to discuss 
peace with Israel and the achievement of their national aspirations, the 
foundations of yet another illegal Israeli settlement were being built near 
Nablus. 

At about the same time, President Bush was calling on the UN General 
Assembly to repeal its 1975 resolution which equated Zionism to racism. 
The two incidents— the birth of a new settlement and Mr Bush's 
speech— came as an ironic reminder to many Palestinians that the peace 
conference may be held after all, but that it could have nothing to do 
with setting the record straight, restoring Palestinian rights, forcing Israel 
outof the occupied land and enforcing Security Council resolutions 

These developments were taking place as PNC members were debating 
the merits of joining the peace process and worrying about the possibili¬ 
ty of being left out. It is that specter of being left out that is forcing many 
811(1 Arabs, to hastily alter their positions to suit that of the 
^^tates —or even that of Israel's. But the fact of the matter Is that 
the world and the region stand to lose too if the Palestinians were kept 
out of the peace talks. The prospects of another Camp David haunt the 
region, but it would be naive to expect the Palestinians to make up their 
mind under Arab, Israeli or American pressure.

The Conference and the Palestinians: 

Dealing with an historic chance 



By Dr Marwan Asmar 

THE PLO is threatened of being left on 
the sidelines in the American sponsored 
peace process. This is ironic because the 
Palestinian organization has been calling 
for a diplomatic solution to the Palestini- 
an-Israeli conflict through the convening 
of an international conference to which it 
now finds itself denied permission to at¬ 
tend and participate. 

It is crucial for the 27-year-old PLO to 
participate in such an international setting, 
simply because it is recognized by its own 
people as the sole and legitimate represen¬ 
tative. In addition the PLO's representa¬ 
tion ensures that the Palestinians of the 
West Bank and Gaza will not be trampled 
upon in the midst of great power stam¬ 
pede. 

Moreover, it is crucial for the PLO 
throughout the present diplomatic activity 
to forge a united front from all its factions 
and to show itself to be a credible and re¬ 
sponsible organization. The PLO must 
prove that it really speaks for the Palestin¬ 
ians and that it is willing to consider any 
diplomatic moves for a peaceful settle¬ 
ment of the conflict.

Although the American peace propo¬ 
sals were deeply impregnated with pro- 
Israeli bias, they nonetheless failed to 
achieve any breakthrough, citficr on die 
procedural issues connected with con¬ 
vening the interna lional conference, on 
Palestinian representation or on other 
more substantive issues. It wasn't until 
President Assad's assent to sonic of is- 
rad's terms that a breakthrough was fi¬ 
nally achieved. . . 

Although die question of Palesuman 
representation constitutes a hurdle that 
needs to be smoothed out, other obsta¬ 
cles were solved on Israel's terms.

The difficult road to peace' 

The present mood in the Arab world 
and the new realities following the So¬ 
viet cataclysm give the US all the clout 
it needs to tailor and impose the peace it 
desires on the area. Unfortunately, and 
for the same reasons, the Arabs will 
eventually succumb to American pres¬ 
sure and attend the ceremonial confer¬ 
ence, should it convene in the first 
place, with no guarantees of meeting the 
minimum Arab demands. In response to 
President Bush land-for-peace formula, 
Israel submitted its own militant version 
of the pcacc-for-peacc formula. The 
message has .been sent, clearly received 
and well understood in the Arab world. 

The recent events in the Soviet Union 
substantiate the fact that anything not 
Based on conviction but on coercion has 
no chance of continuity. The United 
States has both the leverage and the de¬ 
termination to impose peace on this be¬ 
leaguered area. 

But a sustainable peace cannot be en¬ 
forced, it has to be negotiated and 
should meet the basic and legitimate re¬ 
quirements of all parties concerned. 
Judging from what has been accom¬ 
plished so far, we do not seem to be 
heading towards a genuine and balanced 
peace process as Israel continues to im-

Because of the Palestinian Intifada the 
once "profitable occupation” of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip is becoming an in¬ 
creasingly intolerable economic burden 
for Israel.

Tbe third and most pressing option 
of all is the aggravating Palestinian frus¬ 
tration, and the more general Arab mal¬ 
aise, hitherto suppressed but ultimately 
intensifying by the divisions caused by 
the Gulf War.

Deceptive beliefs 

To sum up, many Arab writers, diplo¬ 
mats and political observers including 
myself — do not share the American and 
Western belief that the Arab political 
street is dead. Few days before the out¬ 
break of the Intifada, most Arab and 
non-Arab political analysts thought that 
Palestinians, who have been living under 
occupation for almost 21 years, were be¬ 
coming increasingly resigned to their 
new fate. No one could ever have 
thought that the seemingly submissive 
mood prevailing in the occupied tenito- 
ries prior to the outbreak of the Intifada 
could engender a spirit of resistance at 
such a scale and continuity. 

The chronic political, social and eco¬ 
nomic problems discussed earlier togeth¬ 
er with the continued and prolonged 
frustrations, oppression and impoverish¬ 
ment of Arab messes will eventually sur¬ 
face in a violent unpredictable reaction. 

The peace process could fail in one of 
two ways. 

a) Either the peace conference does not 
convene at all because of Israel's intran¬ 
sigence or, 

b) The peace conference convenes in a 
ceremonial pageantry but fails to arrive 
at conclusive results. America will rather 

r . balk at pressuring Israel to give substan¬ 
tial territorial concessions. It will rather 
impose its own version of peace on the , 
area. A vision that will definitely fall 
short of meeting the minimum Palestini¬ 
an requirements i.e. complete withdraw¬ 
al from occupied territories including Je¬ 
rusalem and the right for self 
determination.

C’EST au Prochc-Oricnl qu’on rdpftte peut-ftirc lc plus lc mot 
"paix". El jc ne pense pas 1& au "processus de paix" en coins. En 
arabc, on souhaite la paix h un ami qu'on rencontre par hasard 
dans la rue ou bien k quelqu'un qui revient d'un voyage ou qui 
sort d'une opdration chirurgicale... > 

Les poliliciens de la rdgion ainsi que les responsables de 
radministraiion amdricaine parlent beaucoup ces temps-ci de la 
"paix", mais les peuples arabes traduisent ce mot dans leurs t&tcs 
ct dans leurs conversations quotidiennes par son vdritable sens: 

"la capitulation”.

World famous pianist 
on visit to Jordan

WORLD FAMOUS Austrian pi¬ 
anist Professor Erika Freiser 
played at the Royal Cultural 
Center (RCC) on Tuesday and 
once again won the appreciation 
of her audience. "I am so glad to 
be here again,' 1 says the 64-ycar- 
old pianist who visits Jordan for 
the fourth time. 

During the recital. Prof. Freis- 
cr played works by Brahms, 
Shuman, Mozart and Shubcn. In 
addition to the conceit, she also 
took time to train some talented 
young pianists. Prof. Freiser left 
Amman for East Jerusalem 
where she was scheduled to give 
two concerts. 

Bom in Czechoslovakia, Freis¬ 
er lived most of her life in Ger¬ 
many. For the last 18 years she 
has been working as an instruc¬ 
tor in the renowned Mozarteum 
Music Academy in Salzburg, 
Austria. 

The Mozarteum has around 
2000 students of whom 100 are 
pianists. Prof. Freiser teaches, 
among other music courses, a 
special class on chamber music. 

"The students are excellent pi¬ 
anists. I leach them during a pe¬ 
riod of two to three years how to 
play together with singers, string 
and wood wind instruments," 
she says. 

Apart from teaching for eight 
months every year, Prof. Freiser 
spends the rest of the year in 
concert tours performing as a so¬ 
loist and traveling around the 
world. 

Her interest In music started at 
a very young ago, she says. "I al¬ 
ways wanted to play the piano. I 
never had any other idea than to 
make music," she says. 

Her father was a professional 
-pianist while music was the fa-

vorite hobby of her mother. "It is 
easier to learn music as a child 
when all you hear at home is 
music." she adds. 

Prof. Freiser wanted nothing 
else than to pursue a career in 
music and in spite of the distrac¬ 
tions of the war, she managed to 
study in Cologne, Vienna and 
later in Salzburg. 

She was launched into her mu¬ 
sical career when she won the 
first piano competition to be 
held in Frankfurt alter the war. 

She went on to work as a solo¬ 
ist and frequently played cham¬ 
ber music which Prof. Freiser 
says "is very important to me." 

At that time "there were not so 
many competitions while today 
up to 40 may take place in Eu¬ 
rope alone. It is very difficult for 
lhe young people now to make a 
successful career as pianists." 

Next March, Prof. Freiser will 
participate as a jury member in 
the Callas piano competition in 
Athens. Furthermore, she will 
present orchestra concerts in 
Sweden, Korea and Japan while 
continuing to teach promising pi¬ 
anists. ■

THE ABDUL Hamid Shorn an 
Foundation, in cooperation with 
the Goethe Institute in Amman, 
has just finished a three-week 
exhibition of naive painting from 
the Federal Republic of Germa¬ 
ny. The exhibition showed 

lhe work of .32 Ger- . 

man naive painters from the 
countryside and the industrial 
cities, presenting both lhe fa¬ 
vourite motifs and the variations 
of the individual temperament. 
Their style is spontaneous and 
uninhibited. The brushwork 
gives peaceful representation of 
people and animals, cleanly 
painted and naturally placed into 
a dream-like atmosphere. 

Even though naive painting 
enjoys astounding popularity in 



Europe, it was only recently that 
the Jordanian fine art fans were 
introduced to it, and they re-' 
ceived it enthusiastically. 

"People do not travel anymore. 
We want to expose foreign arts 
as much as possible," said Muna 
Deeb, the Shoman Foundation 
Gallery manager. 

According to her, many visi¬ 
tors were moved by the childlike 
naively and elusive spontaneity 


of the paintings. Some of them 
stated that the exhibition revived 
the memories of their childhood, 
triggering nostalgia and sadness. 

Unlike the European galleries 
which have already hosted hun¬ 
dreds of naive art exhibitions, 
the Shoman Foundation present¬ 
ed this art field for the fust time 
in its gallery and people liked 
the change. 

Mrs Deeb expressed her im¬ 
pressions, regarding this kind of 
art, by saying: “It is very differ¬ 
ent from what we are used to. in 
this country. The paintings 
brought us to the frontiers be¬ 
tween children painting style and 
surrealism. I liked the variety of 
colors. To me, it was as enchant¬

* Dieters who get a iot 
of exercise often feel they 
require more protein in 
their diets than those 
who are less active. The 
truth is, taking in too 
much protein can actual¬ 
ly cause weight gains in 
even the moat active indi¬ 
viduals. The ■ body just 
can't store the extra pro¬ 
tein, no matter how much 
you exercise. 

Excess protein, includ¬ 
ing that in protein sup¬ 
plements, will be 
converted to fat and car¬ 
bohydrate, with the by¬ 
products excreted in the 
urine. The ultimate result 
may be dehydration, kid¬ 
ney damage, loss of calci¬ 
um in the urine, and 
weight gain — exactly 
what exercising dieters 
are trying to avoid. 
What's recommended for 
all adults, active and in¬ 
active, in terms of calorie 
distribution is 12 to 15 
percent protein, 25 to 30 
percent fat, and 55 to 65 
percent carbohydrates. 
More than 15 percent 
protein in your daily diet 
won't help your athletic 
performance, and it can 
lead to weight gains. 

* Children can actually 
be undernourished and 
still be above the normal 
weight for their age and 
height. The plethora of 
junk foods and sweets, 
with packaging and ad¬ 
vertising geared toward 
school-age children, ac¬ 
counts for this unusual 
condition. Kids fill up on 
these high-calorie foods 
and lose their appetite for 
the foods containing the

important nutrients their 
bodies require. 

For busy working par¬ 
ents, frozen convenience 
foods and fast-food take¬ 
out meals are often sub¬ 
stituted for more 
completely nourishing 
fare, and the problem is 
compounded. Planning 
ahead can help solve the 
problem. Well-balanced, 
high-nutrient foods that 
are low in calories, fats 
and sugar can be pre¬ 
pared by parents on 
weekends or in the eve¬ 
ning, and frozen as indi¬ 
vidual meals, easy to pop 
into the microwave on 
busy workdays. Be sure 
each meal includes a lean 
protein (broiled chicken, 
fish, or lean red meat), at 
least one green vegetable, 
and a high-carbohydrate 
food (whole grain breads, 
corn, rice, etc.). 

* The average cheese¬ 
burger, fries and soda at a 
fast-food restuarant adds 
up to close to 900 calories, 
almost half of them com¬ 
ing from fats. Nonethe¬ 
less, these establishments 
needn’t bB totally off lim¬ 
its to dieters. If you can 
avoid the fried foods (like 
burgerB, chicken nuggets 
and fries), there are other 
offerings that make up a 
healthful meal. Have a 
salad with a reduced calo¬ 
rie salad dressing. Try a 
Mexican specialty such as 
chicken fajitas, or a 
broiled chicken Bandwich. 
And, instead of sugary so¬ 
das, have decaf coffee, 
fruit juice or low-fat milk.

B.B. King feels his new MCA "There Is Always 
One More Time" disk is “some of the best work I’ve 
done.” The legendary blues guitarist, 
who spends some 300 days a year on 
the road, says, “We had more time to 
do this album than usual. In the past 
when I recorded, it would be a day 
here and a day there... whenever they 
could catch me. But I took two weeks 
off to do this album, so I was at eaae 
and my playing was better.”
